The advent of the Messiah frequently promised to 
Israelitic people ushered in a new era for the human 
race.

Past 
events are referred to as having taken place before 
Christ or after Christ.

far-reaching changes. Nothing of the Old Dispensa- 
tion was to continue in force save the moral law—the 
Ten ents. There was to be a New Law 
(Novum Mandatum) for “all nations’, “every crea- 
ture.” would become clearly revedied to all man- 
kind; man’s calling and destiny would be clearly de- 
fined ; his duties would be plainly outlined; heaven- 
given assistance would be at hand for his spiritual 
p ; he would be taught precisely what lies be- 
yon the grave. 

In becoming Incarnate God elevated human na- 
ture; He united it indissolubly to His Divine Person; 
He glorified it in His Resurrection and took it to 
Heaven with Him in His Ascension. Through grace 
the human soul would partake of the Divine Nature, 
and the body in which it dwelt would become a “tem- 
ple of the Holy Ghost.” In the service of God alone 

- would man find happiness here, and in His possession 
be made eternally PP aned hereafter. 

Before Christ the world knew nothing of happi- 
ness which was stable, absolute, unalloyed. Then, as 
now with the worldly-minded, happiness was synony- 
mous with pleasure—intellectual or sensual. Neither 
kind could satisfy the longings of the soul, which, 
being a spirit, can find complete satisfaction only in 
the spiritual. The soul was made for God and can 
attain full felicity only through union with God. 

When one lives for pleasure he must needs be so 
frequently disappointed because sickness, lack of 
means, the fatigue which results from daily toil, etc., 
etc., prevent one from engaging in it. But where the 
aim of man is-to satisfy the longings of his soul, he is 
happy amid poverty, labor, suffering, privations, per- 
secutions, or whatever else may afflict one in this 
place of exile. 

In the pre-Christian period men lived for the 
State; the big majority lived in slavery to supply 
leasure and comfort for the small minority. The 
tate took no account of the hereafter, and hence its 
votaries could not. In the Christian Dispensation 
there was to be a Kingdom of God vaster than any 
state; it would be international, co-extensive with the 
world. In its ranks all would be equal, all brothers; 
if there should be any favorites, they would be the 
poor and the lowly. Even this institution of God 
would be here rather to serve than to be served. True, 
man would have duties towards the Church, but be- 
cause of the guaranteed returns, they would be in 
reality privileges: “to serve God (and serving the 
Church ig serving God) is to reign.” The Church, en- 
riched with divine treasures, is ever distributing them. 

O, how much the world owes to Christ, but how 
little the unreflecting realize it!
